Doctor  of  Laws — Ralph  Austin  Bard 

A  business  leader  of  Chicago,  who  has  contributed  his  services  intelligently  to  public  welfare ;  a 
graduate  of  Princeton  University;  industrialist  and  investment  banker;  active  in  charitable 
movements  in  his  city  and  residential  community ;  a  continuing  force  for  public  good ;  since 
February  1941  the  distinguished  and  effective  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  United  States  Navy.

Doctor  of  Laws — Virgil  Melvin  Hancher 

Veteran  of  World  War  I,  Rhodes  scholar,  and  Chicago  lawyer,  whose  qualities  of  intellectual 
leadership,  personal  integrity,  and  friendly  human  interest  have  won  the  admiration  and  affection 
of  all  who  know  him.  An  alumnus  of  the  State  University  of  Iowa,  he  was  called  to  its  presi- 
dency in  1940.  Already  his  creative  imagination  and  deft  administrative  touch  have  added  new 
strength  and  distinction  to  that  widely  renowned  institution.

Professor  of  Urology  at  the  University  of  Illinois ;  President  of  the  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation ;  a  Founder  and  former  President  of  the  American  Board  of  Urology ;  author  of  numerous 
significant  scientific  publications ;  a  loyal  alumnus  of  Northwestern  University  whose  contribu- 
tions to  science,  teaching,  and  organized  medicine  have  brought  great  credit  to  his  Alma  Mater.

Doctor  of  Humane  Letters — Waldo  Gifford  Leland 

Archivist  and  historian,  for  many  years  head  of  the  mission  to  Paris  on  historical  research, 
Chevalier,  Legion  d'honneur,  recipient  of  the  order  of  Polonia  Restituta.  In  an  age  when  un- 
avoidable specialization  threatens  the  basis  of  culture,  which  depends  on  knowledge  shared  in 
common,  he  has  achieved  a  unique  position  in  the  world  of  learning  through  his  effective  encour- 
agement of  intellectual  cooperation  among  scholars,  culminating  in  the  American  Council  of 
Learned  Societies,  which  he  helped  organize,  and  which  he  has  fostered  and  largely  directed.

Doctor  of  Laws — Charles  Gates  Dawes 

A  soldier  whose  work  as  General  Purchasing  Agent  contributed  largely  to  the  success  of  the 
allied  armies  in  the  first  World  War,  and  whose  subsequent  efforts  on  behalf  of  international 
good  will  brought  him  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize ;  a  banker  whose  mastery  of  the  theory  and 
practice  of  finance  led  to  his  appointment  as  Comptroller  of  the  Currency' and  President  of  the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation;  a  fearless  and  patriotic  American  whom  his  fellow  citizens 
gladly  elected  to  the  Vice-Presidency  of  the  United  States,  and  who  well  represented  his 
country  as  Ambassador  to  England.
